The crit- 
ical negro question was in the minds of 
the crowd and as the Colonel reached a 
hand to each of the negroes those 
around them fell back. For a minute 
the three stood in a litle knot. The 
Colonel gesticulated and talked excited- 
ly, the negroes listening. 

As the Colonel concluded one of the 
negroes reached over and pounded him 
on the shoulder. The three stood hand 
in hand and the crowd yelled. The 
negroes were delegates from West Vir- 
ginia 

One of the women who pressed for- 
ward to greet Col. Roosevelt carried a 
Teddy bear in her arms.

Progressive States 
Get Most Delegates 


CHICAGO, Aug. 6. 
HE Rules Committee of the 
KE Progressive convention 
adopted the suggestion of 
Col, Roosevelt that the basis of 
representation in future con- 
ventions be changed. 

Instead of one delegate for 
each congressman and senator, 
as in this convention, or two 
delegates for each congressman 
and senator, as in the conven- 
tions of the old parties, the new 
rules provide that one delegate 
be named for each congressman 
and senator and that, in addi- 
tion, one delegate be chosen for 
each 10,000 votes cast for the 
progressive party in the last 
previous election. 











was equivalent to disfranchising the ne- 
groes. 

The Fridge delegation was elected at a 
convention the call to which was ad- 
Gressed to ‘“‘white”’ citizens of Mississippi. 
The negroes were not allowed to take 
part. Fridge told the committee that 
the call was written for him by John 
M. Parker of Louisiana, who had urged 
him to accept the place as Roosevelt 
committeeman of Mississippi. 

Some Were at Taft Convention. 

Several of the negroes in the ousted 
delegation were among the delegates to 
the Republican national convention who 
stood by Col. Roosevelt and deserted 
the Republican convention in Chicago 
to attend the first proSeessive meeting, 
when plans were made for the third 
party. ‘ 

They had issued a call for a Progres- 
sive convention in Mississippi before 
Fridge was selected as national commit- 
teeman. At the instance of Senator Dix- 
on, they said, they withdrew this call, to 
allow Fridge to assume charge. But 
when they discovered tnat Fridge’s call 
was addressed only.to white voters they 
called another convention and elected 10 
white men and 10 negroes to cast Mis- 
sissippi’s vote in the Progressive conven- 
tion. 

The .negroes bitterly complained that 
the limiting of the Fridge convention to 
white citizens invalidated that gather- 
ing. They declared that the seating of 
the Fridge delegates would mean a ‘“‘lily 
white’ FProgressive party in the South. 

After a lengthy debate the Fridge del- 
egates were seated, but his plan of call- 
ing a white convention was condemned. 

The situation threatened a bitter fight 
on the floor of the convention, should 
the negroes adhere to their intention of 
carrying the contest to that. point. 

Women to Aid Negroes. 

The negroes have found a number 
of warm defenders among the white 
delegates and on the Credentials Com- 
mittee, and while the great majority of 
the delegates desire to do exactly as is 
wanted by Col. Roosevelt there is a 
marked division of opinion in the negro 
cases. Miss Jane Addams of Hull 
House, Chicago, a member of the IIli- 
nols delegation, was among those to 
take up the cause of the Southern ne- 
groes. 

The fact that this is am amateur in- 
stead of a professional convention was 
emphasized in the Resolutions Commit- 
tee. The sessions .were public and 
everyone who called was given a hear- 
ing. The result was unique.

TRENTON, N. J., Aug. 6.—‘‘We want 
to take the Government out of the hands 
of trustees and put it In the hands of 
those we can trust.” 

This was Gov. Wilson's first campaign 
utterance as he addressed a delegation 
today of 200 Democrats from Delaware, 
led by National Committeeman Willard 
Saulsbury. 

Sauisbury had declared that Delaware 
hoped through his influenee to be re- 
deemed ‘‘from the dishonor that has 
been put upon her by the political su- 
premucy or the trust millionaires anu 
ine pubic service. corporations, which 
she still endures with indignation, im- 
patience and disgust.’’ 

“The Government of New Jersey was 
very bad,” said Gov. Wilson in reply, 
“but thé people were sound to the cure, 
and all they were waiting for was some 
means through which they can express 
themselves. 

“We had tied ourselves up by some 
very ingenious political arrangement. 
which made it difficult for the people 
to choose their own candidates and have 
their own way. I am sure Delaware will 
act As New Jersey has. 

Embarrassments Overcome. 

‘New Jersey people have always been 
as progressive as any people in the 
Union, but there have been embarrass- 
ments. They have been in the hands of 
a board of guardians who used to sit in 
the Statehouse and tell the Legislature 
what it should do. They had not been 
requested by the people to tell the Legis- 
lature what it could do, but it assumed 
that authority. But we ought to speak 
tenderly of those who are on their 
Céath beds. Those people are not in 
this Statehouse now and they will never 
camp in this buitding again. 

“Yet I do not take to myself anything 
except good fortune of having been the 
spokesman of the people of New Jersey. 
What we are trying to do in the imme- 
diate future is to offer the people of 
the United States the right to say what 
they want done with their own govern- 
ment and their own affairs. 

People Now Grown Up. 

“We want to take the Government out 
of the hands of the trustees and put it 
in the hands of those we°can trust. 
Those for whom the Government was 
held in voluntary trust are now grown 
up and ready to resume charge of their 
own business.” 

Gov, O'Neal of Alabama, who called 
on Gov. Wilson, announced that he will 
take the stump in Northern states on 
behalf of Gov. Wilson and had already 
arranged to speak in New York City.

It is imperative to the welfare of our 
people that we enlarge and extend our 
foreign commerce. We are pre-emi- 
nentiy fitted to do this because as 4 
people we have developed high skill in 
the art of manufacturing; our bustmess 
men are strong executives, stfong or- 





ganizers. In every Way possible our 
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Federal Government should co-operate 
in this important matter. Any one who 
has had opportunity to study and ob- 
serve first-hand Germany's course in 
this respect must realize that their 
policy of co-operation between Govern- 
ment and business has in comparatively 
tew years made them a leading compet- 
itor for the commerce of the world. 
It should be remembered that they are 
doing this on a national scale and with 
large units of business, while the Demo- 
crats would have us believe that we 
should do it with small units of business, 
whith would be controlled, not by the 
National Government, but by forty- 
nine conflicting State sovereignties.

Micccs to turn to the Demncesatia party 
for relief, because, first, the Democrat- 
ic party “affects to find the entire high 
cost of living in the tariff,’ ignoring 
the patent fact that the problem is 
world-wide, equally pressing in free- 
trade England and in highly protected 
Germany. Moreover, if the Democrats 
are. sincere, they must take all duties 
off the products of the farmer, and we 
certainly cannot afford to have the 
farmer struck down.” 

Various elements, economic, political, 
and social, are pointed out by Roose- 
velt as contributing to the high cost of 
living. But effective legislation regard- 
ing it can only be framed on a compre- 
hensive scale after a thorough, scien- 
tific, and prompt inquiry. 

Ideas on Currency. 

Roosevelt declares that our present 
bank currency based on Government 
bonds is unscientific, and urges the adop- 
tion of a system which shall provide 
“elasticity in the credit and currency 
necessary for the conduct of business, 
free from recurring panics.”” The con- 
trol of such a system should be in the 
hands of the Government, and must be 
free from “‘manipulation by Wall street 
or the large interests.” 

Conservation Policy Affirmed. 

Under this head Roosevelt reaffirms 
his well-known policy on the conserva- 
tion and reclamation of national re- 
sources. We must conserve our soil. 
our forests, our mines, not only for our 
own benefit, but for the benefit of our 
children and descendants. 

“The public should not alienate its fee 
in the water power which will be of in- 
calculable value asa source of power in 
the immediate future,’ and “‘we skhguld 
undertake the complete development and 
control of the Mississippi as a nationa! 
work, just as we have undertaken the 
work of building the Panama Canal.” 


Alaska and Its Opportunities. 

“In Alaska the Government has an 
opportunity of starting in what is almost 
& fresh field, to work out various prob- 
lems by actual experiment.” It should 
at once construct, town. and onerate 
all the railways in Alaska; ik should 
keep the fee of all coal-fields and allow 
them to be operated by lessee with the 
condition in the lease that non-use 
shall operate as forfeit; a system of land 
taxation should be tried which promotes 
the actual use of land and discourages 
the holding of land for speculation: the 
telegraph lines should be owned and 
operated by the Government.” 

International Affairs. 

“In international affairs this country 
should behave towards other nations ex- 
actly as an honorable private citizen 
behaves towards other private citizens.”’ 
Our small army ‘should have large ef- 
ficiency; the navy must be steadily built 
up until “it proves possible to secure by 
international agreement a general reduc- 
tion of armaments;’’ the Panama Cana] 
must be fortified. 

Panama -. Canal tolis on deepwarter 
commerce should be uniform to all na- 
tions, including ourselves; American 
coastwise vessels should pass through 
the canal free, for this would be no dis- 
crimination against foreign nations and 
would give us reasonable competition 
with transcontinental railways. No 
foreign tréaty should be entered. into 
which we do not mean scrupulously to 
observe in every particular. 

In summing up the specific policies ex- 
pounded in his address Roosevelt spoke 


‘las follows: 


“Now, friends, this is my confession of 
faith. ‘I have made it rather long be- 
cause I wish you to know just what my 
deepest convictions. are on the great 
questions of today, so that if you choose 
to make me your standard bearer in the 
fight, you shall make your choice un- 
derstanding exactly how 1 feel—and if, 
after hearing me, you think you ought 
tc choose someone else, I shall loyally 
abide by your choice. The convictions to 
which I have come have not been ar- 
rived at as the result of study- in the 
closet or the library, but from the 
knowledge I have gained through hard 
experience during the many years in 
which, under many and varied condi- 
tions, I have striven and toiled with 
men. 

“T believe in a larger use of the gov- 
ernmental power to hglp remedy indus- 
trial wrongs, because it has been borne 
in on me by actual experience that with- 
out the exercise of such power many 
of the wrongs will go unremedied. I 
believe in a larger opportunity for the 
people themselves directly to partici- 
pate in government and to control their 
governmental agents, because long ex- 
perience has taught me that without 
such control many of their agents will 
represemt: them badly. By actual ex- 
perience in office I have found that. as 
a rule, I could secure the triumph of the 
causes in which I most believed, not 
from the politicians and the men who 
claim an exceptional right to speak in 
business and government, but by going 
over their heads and appealing directly 
to the people themselves. 

“*T am not under the slightest delusion 
as to any power that during my po- 
litical career I have at any time pos- 
sessed. Whatever of power I at any 
time had, I obtained from the people. I 
could exercise it only so long as, and 
to the extent that, the people not mere- 
ly believed in me, but heartily backed 
me up. Whatever I did as President I 
was able to do only because I had the 
backing of the people. When on any 
point I did not have that backing, when 
on any point I differed from the peo- 
ple, it mattered not whether I was right 
or whether [ was wrong, My power van- 
ished.

to try to lead them and not to drive 
them, to take them into my confidence, 


to try to show them that I was right, | 


and then loyally and in good faith to 
accept their decision. I will do anything 
for the people except what my con- 
science tells ine is wrong, and that I can 
do for no man and no set of men: I hold 
that @ man cannot serve the people well 
unless he serves his conscience: but I 
hold also that where his conscience bids 
him refuse to do what the people desire, 
he should not try to continue in office 
against their will. 

“Our Government system should be so 
shaped that tit® public servant, when

worth making than the one in which we 


are engaged. It little matters what be- 
falls any one of us who for the time 
being stand in the forefront of the bat- 
tle. I hdpe we shall win, and I believe 
that if we can. wake the public to what 
the fight really means we shall win.’

Our cause is based on the eternal 
principles of righteousness: and even 
though we who now lead may for the 
time fail, in the end the cause itself 
shall triumph.

he Mayor and President Reber of the 
Board of Public Improvements told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that the $204,000, 
still remaining of the original $3,500,000 
bond issue, would not suffice to clean up 
the remaining cost of condemning land 
for the St. Louis approach, to say noth- 
ing of constructing the East Side ap- 
proach. They_ said they knew of no 
way in which more money could be 
raised without a bond issue. 

At Monday's spécial election, 43,022 
votes were cast for the proposed bond 
issue, and 24,620 against it. Of the total 
vote cast, 67,651, it would have taken 
45,100 to carry the bond issue, and the! 
vote cast for it fell 2078 short of that 
number. 

With a total vote 15,208 greater than 
that cast on the same proposition last 
November, the defeat of the bonds was 
almost as decisive as it was then. Five 
wards, the First, Second, Third, Fourth 
and HBighteenth, all in North St. Louis, 
gave more votes against the bonds than ; 
for them. Only 12 wards gave more than | ’ 
a two-thirds vote for the bonds. These ; 
were the Sixth, Seventh, Eighth, Thir- ) 
teenth, Fourteenth, Fifteenth, Sixteenth, 
Seventeenth, Twenty-second, Twenty- > 
third, Twenty-fifth and Twenty-eighth. 
The Sixth, Seventh and Eighth are 
South Side river wards, near the bridge. 

The total vote, 67,651, was 977 votes less 
than one-half the total registration, 137,- 
257. At last November's election, 52,425 
votes were cast, of which 31,619 were for 
the bonds and 20,806 against them.

RALSTON, chairman Associated 
Retailers: This is a blow to the city’s 
progress, and a’ guarantee that the ar- 
bitrary will continue for three years 
longer.

Cost to City 857,000. 

The election cost the city about $57,000.

originally voted for the bridge, and 
which has been spent on its construction 
thus far. "Phe additional issue proposed 
Was $2,750,000. The daily expense to the 
city of the present incomplete and use- 
less structure, in interest 6n the bonds, 
is $382.

be affiliated, unless such person, when chal- 
lenged, obligates Mimself, by oath or affirma- 
tion, administered by one of the judges, to 
support the party mominees of the ticket he 
is voting in the following general electicn. 
All judges ef the election shall have authority 
and are empowered to administer such oath, 


> whe shall fail or refuse to take or make 

oath or affirmation when demanded by 
such challenger, oy required by any judge, 
shall uct be allcwed to vote at such primary 
election. 


+ We contend that this provision is directly 
against public policy. The voter may properly 
be prevented from voting at more than the pri- 
mary of one party, but it is preposterous to force 
e general election the very 
candidates whom he has opposed at the primary. 
Under our system of party government the right 
to scratch is a perfect right as well recognized 
as the right to vote at all.
